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WE  NOMINATE 

Walter  Evans  Edge,  the  only  two-term  Republican  gov- 
ernor in  New  Jersey  history,  who  next  Tuesday  returns 
to  private  life  after  rounding  out  half  a  century  of  ser- 
vice to  his  nation  and  state.  Now  73  years  old,  the  Gov- 
ernor, yielding  his  oifice  to  the  man  whose  nomination 
he  insisted  upon,  has  crowded  into  his  career  terms  in 
both  branches  of  the  New  Jersey  legislature,  a  decade  in 
the  United  States  Senate,  participation  in  international 
affairs  as  a  diplomat  of  the  front  rank  and  two  adminis- 
trations as  this  State's  chief  executive  during  time  of  war. 

The  Governor,  a  native  of  Philadelphia,  has  lived  the 
kind  of  saga  of  success  that  has  been  popularized  by 
generations  of  American  novelists.  At  14  he  completed 
his  formal  education  in  the  Pleasantville,  N.  J.,  schools 
and  became  a  printer's  devil  on  the  Atlantic  City  Review. 
Eight  years  later  he  was  the  publisher  of  the  Atlantic 
City  Guest  and  a  rising  businessman  in  Atlantic  County. 
A  journal  clerkship  in  the  State  Senate,  the  Spanish- 
American  War,  ever-increasing  prominence  in  G.  O.  P. 
circles  and  the  secretaryship  of  the  State  Senate  preceded 
his  election  to  the  Assembly  in  1909. 

The  Assembly  led  the  way  to  the  Upper  House  and  the 
presidency  of  the  New  Jersey  Senate  to  a  gubernatorial 
plurality  of  69,000.  He  moved  on  to  Washington  in  1919, 
came  close  to  beating  out  Calvin  Coolidge  in  1920  for 
the  fateful  vice-presidential  nomination  that  led  to  the 
White  House  and  remained  in  the  Senate  until  1929 
when  he  was  named  Ambassador  to  France.  With  the 
dawn  of  the  "New  Deal,"  he  withdrew  to  the  sidelines, 
not  re-entering  the  political  arena  until  1943. 

No  terse  account  can  do  justice  to  the  Governor's  rec- 
ord, for  his  two  terms  have  been  marked  by  the  passage 
of  progressive  legislation.  Highlights  of  the  expiring 
term,  including  his  attitude  towards  strikes  affecting  vitaL 
services,  are  remembered,  but  it  should  be  recalled  that 
some  30  years  ago  he  pioneered  New  Jersey's  pay-as-you- 
go"  policy  of  government,  the  State's  first  workmen's  com- 
pensation law,  a  state  government  reorganization  program, 
the  law  creating  the  State  highway  system  and  the  Port 
of  New  York  Authority  compact  out  of  which  came  the 
Holland  Tunnel. 

For  his  ready  acceptance  of  the  heaviest  of  democratic 
responsibilities;  for  the  quality  of  his  leadership,  while 
heeding  the  will  of  the  electorate  and  the  needs  of  sound 
government;  for  fighting  the  good  fight,  whether  in  or 
out  of  public  office,  for  education,  civic  decency  and  the 
other  better  traditions  of  American  life;  he  is  Town 
Topics'  candidate  for 
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News  in  the  Making.  Mounting  labor 
costs  in  the  field  of  construction  are 
rapidly  becoming  Princeton  University's 
number  one  problem.
